*William Abbott and Elizabeth Gerry 
had a family whose lives’ were full of 
thrilling adventures, The oldest Eliza- 
beth married her neighbor, Joseph 
Phelps whose land lay near the pa- 
ternal estate and if she left us any 
helpers the study of the Phelps line 
will bring it to light. James, the 


-| eldest son, began his farm in Andover 


perhaps near the Blunt estate which 
added all the small holdings in the 
vicinity to the original “‘great division.” 


. James married Abigail Farnum, the 


daughter of ‘Ralph, and why this 
family did not follow her brother Henry 
Farnum to Connecticut is a conun- 
drum. He waited till his brothers 
were all well settled in the Nutmeg 
State and chose Concord, N. H., going 
up when his eldest was twenty-three 
and his youngest three. All his 
flock married in the new country, Ban- 
crofts, Chandlers, Eastmans, and often 
came back for Abbott and Farnum 
cousins. 

‘Reuben was fourteen when he took 
the first painful journey so well de- 
scribed in the Bailey. History, and he 
had “nerve” enough to come down 
three years later in 1740 and drive up 
the first ox-team that ever went from 
Andover over the old trail. Snakes, 
nor red men, nor loneliness kept 
Reuben back from duty; and at twenty- 
six, we find him when the ox-cart was 
loaded with the mangled bodies of the 
neighbors inthe Indian raid of 1746 
and strong men turned shuddering 
from the painful sight, bravely guiding 
the dumb carriers of woe to the moth- 
ers and daughters within the fort, for 
there are men who can face the foe, 
but not a woman’s sorrow. In 1882, 
Reuben at one-hundred, then living 
with four Reubens in the same old 
homestead laid off all burdens—,Mr. 
Carpenter in a former sketch in the 
TOWNSMAN has given us the story of 
Reuben’s brother Amos who lived to 
ninety-six, to enchant his grandson 
‘Simeon with the early lore. This 
aged man still living in Concord at 
eighty-eight has a keen interest in the 
Abbotts of Andover and a storehouse 
of good memories. ~~ 

Something was wrong in those early 
days with the meadow now blossoming 
with corn where moss grew deep. Wil- 
liam lost three sons who reached man- 
hood and up in Concord in 1741, James 
buried three together aged seventeen, 
nineteen, aad twenty-two. This 
makes the long lives of the others, 
especially ‘Sara’s daughter, wife of 
Abiel Holt Temple dying at one- 
hundred and three, the more marked 
‘Sara married back into the *Ben line, 
‘Job Abbott coming to Pembroke after 
his sister, and sending a ‘Nathan to 
take up his Andover lands and to heir 
his childless brother’s estate. So to 
William’s line we owe that grea: fami- 
ly of boys that grew up on what is now 
called the Witham farm and their con- 
tributions to Andover will be given in 
the other line. 

James Alfred Abbott and Mrs. 
Joanna Irving represent them here. 
A young student at Phillips came from 
the West after 174 long years to find 
his temporary home at the Foster 
house op the land of his ancestor *Paul, 
who married Elizabeth Gray over the 
hill and went off to Connecticut with 
an infant ‘Nathan named as are all the 
others in this line from the brother 
Nathan who died just as he came of 
age. *Philip a young bachelor went 
with him, and Caleb a little later with 
a family of Pauls from Methuen, whose 
girls furnished wives for Uncle Timo- 
thy’s boys also. The deeds describing 
this estate that Timothy bought of his 
nephews are still in possession of the 
heirs at the farm and it is only recent- 
ly that the last bit of meadow changed 
to Eastman hands, and it will be a 
singular coincidence if our Ira proves 
also to be adescendant of *William 
Abbott. ‘Nathan, ‘Nathan, ‘Willard of 
old Woodstock raised up 'Elija. L. 
Abbott, Baptist missionary to Burmah 
where he found Ann Gardner sending 
back to college and civil war service 
*Willard, the father of our young visi- 
tor, *Paul Abbott, the only one we 
have yet seen in the direct male line 
from *William. 

Hanna lived to a great age marry- 
ing John Bartholomew “going West” 
says the Register which meant Sus- 
quehanna farms in those days, when 
the Five nations pranced up and down 
between the Mohawk and Potomac. 
Perhaps John was a trader in-the Ohio 
Company. The French, along the 
Mississippi basin from North to South, 
and the English settlers here who 
claimed the earth from Atiantic to 

Pacific had already put in a little 
wrestle in 1745, to train our young 
Farnums, Fryes and Holts along the 
fronteer in the art of civilized warfare 
with gentlemen. In 1749, the King of 
England grants the Ohio trading, 
developed by our own pioneers, (that 
includes the Tammany boys of .the 
Hudson),to a company of London mer- 
chants and Virginia plahters. The 


French built forts, the English scolded 
and Washington begins his career 
undera Col. Joshua Frye probably 
from Virginia who built up the defence 
at Pittsburg. Volunteers in these 
campaigns from Connecticut probably 
are attracted to the lands of Tryon 
County, which Connecticut, New 
York and Pennsylvania seem to hold 
in common. Right down the war 
path in this ‘‘Happy Valley’? go Far- 
nums, Bucks, Abbotts, Fullers- and 
others, all our Middleton and Wilming- 
ton family kin and build the farms and 
raise the families that helped Wash- 
ington’s army out, when twenty years 
had brought the rew , generation to 
wander barefoot tracking blood in the 
snow to the Valley Forge Camp. 
Philip’s Mary married Capt. Stephen 
Fuller, and her brother John took 
Alice Fuller and they leave Abial and 
‘Joseph Abbott to attend to the British 
raids in Connecticut while the shadow 
of the warcloud gathersover Wyoming. 
Young Abigail Fuller and Capt. 
Bidlack, Stephen Junior and Sara Bid- 
lack, young Thomas Fuller, Mary and 
Col. Franklin, Hanna and Wilkes 
Durkee, with a young Reuben and 
JoLn carrying the old Abbott names, 
figure in the‘histories of Campbell and 
Simms of Tryon Valley families along 
with the children of William Buck and 
Deora Farnum. ‘John and Alice 
have of the twelve, nine stil! surviving, 
the eldest only nine. The war is in 
its fourth hot summer, and after the 
long winter of freezing and starving, 
the shouts over the news of French 
allies and blockading squadrons on 
May Day, the battle of Monmouth on 
the June Sunday when the heat killed 
as fast as the bullet, and the armies 
slept after the drawn battle, is quickly 
followed by the retreat of the English 
to Manhattan and Rhode Island and 
the consequent insecurity of the jwhole 
South shore. While the strong men 
are absent on the new work cut out 
forthe army, the sons of the old 
Johnson and Butler, of the early 
French warriors, lead their Tories and 
Mohawk horde down upon the Sus- 
quehanna settlements with only one 
patriot Col. Zebulon Butlerand a hand- 
ful of veterans to defend them. The 
fort is surrendered with fair promises, 
which those who know the stories of 
Wyoming massacres remember were 
not backed up by the ‘“‘discipline’”’ of 
the Rangers without the Indian Brant 
“to restrain hie warriors.’ Elija Buck 
is coming down river with flour for 
the beleaguered, and his Indian 
gossips tell him afterwards how they 
were tempted to entice him with wild 
turkey notes, but saw he had better ex- 
press the flour through for their coming 
feast. He is taken prisoner, eludes 
the guard by jumping from the second 
story, over a high wall and takes his 
flight to the mountains of Wilkesbarre, 
where Margaret Forster his wife, when 
she saw her house in flames, ran over 
five lofig miles, one child on her 
shoulder, one dragging by hand at her 
side. Many a mother and babe perish- 
ed in the flight and wandering, from 
hunger. Elijah’s two brothers and 
his young nephew are sacrificed. Sara 
Fuller Bidlack, with her young babe 
escapes in a boat down river, and two 
weeks after, comes back to.the field of 
sacrifice where the hot su put ina 
supplement to the’ fire knife of 
the torturer to find no face recognizable, 
and only her brother Thomas’s ‘shoes 
on the river bankto tell his probable 
drowning. ‘No one dares to ferry her 
over and Sara passes the night on the 
battle field alone with her dead. Thia 
Abbott Farnum Fuller stock has good 
nerves also, and she gets the baby 
home through the war région to Hamp- 
ton, Connecticut on horseback. James 
Bidlack and John Abbott escape the 
battle but return to look after the 
farms, and suffer torture like the rest. 
So John’s widow follows Sara home 
without a horse, little nine year Steph- 
en begging milk for the baby, and 
years after going back to build up 
Wyoming. These were true daughters 
of the Revolution and the tales of 
their sorrows and fears have sent many 
childish feet in Andover and Concord 
to bed flying through dark halls. 
Wyoming and Libby Prison were blows 
dealt to New England men by their 
own fellow country men, and 1896 
sees our veterans shaking forgiving 
hands with the whole earth and calling 
peace to the brothers blood that crieth 
out.

~ WHY TAMMANY ENDORSES. 


But the Play of a Card ina Great Political 
Contending 


SPECIAL FOR THE TOWNSMAN. 


: New York, Ave. 6. 

Of deep significance to the Greater 
New York, and of far lexs importance 
to the national campaign, is the o'- 
ficial endorsement, by a majority of 
Tammany’s executive committee, of 
the Chicago convention’s candidates. 
This declaration. constitutes the most 
conspicuous political event of the past 
week. At first glance the action seems 
remark@ble, because for the first time 
in many years, Tammany has adroitly 
maintained utter official silence with 
regard to the national platform, not so 
much as even giving the slightest hint 
of its attitude toward that document. 
But when this course is analyzed, the 
clouds of mystery are quickly dispersed. 

Without attempting to solve the 
Hon. David Bennett Hill’s difficult 
problem, of in what manner William 
Jennings Bryan might be endorsed and 
the platform upon which he is running 
repudiated, Tammany’s executive 
committee under the leadership of 
Jobn C. Sheehan, Henry D. Parroy 
and their ilk, went ahead last Friday, 
and passed a resolution expressing 
Tammany’s endorsement of the Chi- 
cago candidates. A strong counter 
current led by the very chairman of 
the executive committee that passed 
this resolution, James J. Martin, and 
backed by such influential Tammany 
potentates as the Hon. Burke Cockran, 
Associate Leader Charles F. Allen, 
Leader John J. Scannell of the Twen- 
ty-fifth. District, and Leader Rollin 
M. Morgan of the Twenty-ninth Dis- 
trict, continues to forcibly resist this 
decree. The braves are divided into 
two tribes. The war dance 1s on, and 
the paint and feathers are of opposite 
colors. There is no longer tobacco in 
the pipe of peace, and the tomahawk 
is already unearthed. Before the fight 
is over each side will have many 
scalps to count, but it seems probable 
the greater pile-will-rest_with the war- 
riors of Big Chief Martin, for even the 
Great Sachem of all Tammany is on 
Martin’s side. 

Mr. Sheehan made the motion pledg- 
ing Tammany’s “ loyal and hearty sup- 
port”? to Bryan and Sewall. Mr. Pur- 
roy seconded the motion, afterwards 
making this exceedingly consistent and 
intelligent remark ; ‘* I’m against sil- 
ver, but the Republican Party is an or- 
ganization of centralization, force bills, 
and know nothingism ! ” The motion 
being passed, Bob Kelly, the old Tam- 
many mascot, forthwith placed large 
sheets, bearing colored portraits of in- 
dividuals somewhat resembling Hon. 
Billy and his Maine companion, in 
front of the Fourteenth Street head- 
quarters. - When the pictures hove in 
sight, two newsboys standing on the 
corner, stopped crying their evening 
papers and gazed in wonder ; 

‘“¢ Hey Mickey! ”’ said the younger, 
“them's Bill M’Kinley and dat feller 
Hobart, aint it?’ 

“* Naw ’taint,” replied the elder boy 
contemptuously, ‘* them’s der president 
and vice-president, o’ Tammany, can’t 
cher read der name o’ Tammany over 
Jem ? ”? 

The action of Tammany’s executive 
committee, upon the rank and file of 
the organization, will have little appre- 
ciable effect. It may slightly decreaee 
the majority for sound money in the 
city, but in‘ its beariug to the ‘national 
cam; it is of little .itnportance. 
While Mr. Bryan and the Hon, “Pitch- 
fork’? Fillman hastened to iniimediate- 
ly express their hearty approbation of 
the Tammany executive committee's 
action, the number of extra votes this 
action will turn into their side is not 
worth teking into consideration. , 

This latest move on Tammany’s pa?t 
is, however, of far more subtle and sig- 
nificant meaning than it'appears upon 
the surface. Its purposes are in reality 
far from William Bryan or any na- 
tional campaign. They lie right here 
within the confines of the city, and this 
is but the play of a card in the game of 
political intrigue. and spoils, under 
which New York has been held in a 
-vice.of corruption from generation to 
generation, The under forces by which 
the Greater New York Bill was forced 
through the State Legislature and 
thrust upon an unwelcoming people, 
were those of Tammany Hall. The 
conversion of the practical closing of 
saloons on Sunday, into the practically 
general sale of Sunday drinks, through 
the latitudes of the Raines Bill, had 
Tammany’s sanction and support. A 
third step nearer the gigantic spoils an- 
ticipated from the control of the Great- 
er New York, is Tammany’s formal 
acceptance of Bryan. 

None among New Yorkers save the 
uninitiated-are concerned a moment by 
the delusion that Tammany’s accept- 
ance is due to any enthusiasm or sin- 
cerity in the campaign. This is merely 
what may be termed a technical, or 
mechanical step. It was considered 
inexpedient to join the bolters to Mc- 
Kinley, a third Democratic ticket 
seemed improbable, so that Tammany

It is.impossible to 
give here the whole of Mr. Cockran’s

In the old days of muzzle loaders it took 
scme cotrage to sheut at a bear, but now- 
adays, with the magazine gun, there is lit- 
tle risk—in fact, the hunter’s danger is 
now very slight, seduced almost to a mini- 
mum, With s big winchester it’s as easy 
to kill a bear as itisahog. Repeating 
rifles have taken a good bit of the romance 
out of hunting. I know of two instances 
of hunters being attacked by bears. In 
both cases the bear was suddenly run 
upon. B. M. Upton of Steamboat was 
found dead near a bear wallow. Big bear 
tracks about and a broken head’ indicated 
that he had surprised a bear wallowing, 
and the bear had given Bill a slap from 
which he never recovered. Ed Buck of 
Yampa was trapping on Elk river. Going 
out one morning to look after his traps, he 
was sneaking through the willows and ran 
on to a bear eating a beaver which he had 
stolen from Ed’s trap. He gave a growl, 
“ris right up’? and gave Ed a slap that 
floored him. Ed lay stunned for a mo- 
ment, then came to, recovered his rifle and 
shot that bear before he got out of sight. 
That was in the days of muzzle loaders. 
Ed’s nose was broken, and he always car- 
ried the mark of his encounter. Ed was 
as resolute an old timer as ever I met. 

One of the biggest bears in Central park 
zoo I caught when it was a cub, carried 
it to Rawlins and gave it to a saloon 
keeper. That cub grew bigger and bigger 
and was known all over the territory. He 
took the freedom of the town without 
waiting for a vote and regularly drank his 
beer, growing as fond of it as a Dutchman. 
He would go from one saloon to another 
rushing the growler, would stand up be- 
fore the bar, get his can filled and drink 
the contents with great gusto. One day, 
during his travels around town, on the 
doorstep of a house he espied a child eat- 
ing a slice of bread that had been gener- 
ously smeared with molasses, a rich strike 
for Bob. He hugged the squalling young- 
ster, gobbled up the sweet morsel and did 
aslick job licking clean the child’s face 
before releasing his captive. Bob got so 
big and saucy that the saloon keeper gave 
him to Durant of the Union Pacific rail- 
road. Durant gave the bear to Central 
park zoo, where he now resides, a fine 
specimen of the silver tip—Hartford 


HOUSES IN TREE TOPS. 


The Indians of Guiana Build Beyond the 
Reach of Floods, 


Interest in the Guiana country naturally 
centers about the most fertile region, that 
which commands the mouth of its great 
waterway. As you approach the Orinoco 
from the gulf of Paria you still see that 
picturesque sight to which Humboldt re- 
fers in his travels, ‘‘innumerable fires in 
the tall palm trees,’”’ the dwelling places 
of the peaceful Guaraunos. 

The legend that this strange tribe of In- 
dians, once the masters of the Orinoco, 
live in trees the entire year results from 
the great annual rise of the Orinoco. At 
Ciudad Bolivar, 800 miles up, this amounts 
sometimes in a contracted place to 90 feet. 
On the broader delta it is always sufficient 
to cover islands and low ground. There- 
fore the inhabitants very wisely build their 
houses well above the ground. For this 
purpose four tall palm trees are selected, 
and the crosspieces which form the foun- 
dation for the houses are lashed to the 
main support by pieces of a tough vine in- 
digenous to the delta. Upon these is laid 
the flooring, and then the sides and roof 
are thatched with large palm leaves, to 
which the Indians have given the poetic 
name of ‘‘feather of the sun.’’ 

There are many advantages which this 
particular palm leaf over others 
of the same family, the principal one be- 
ing its similarity to asbestus in the quality 
of resisting fire. In the location of his 
house the Guarauno takes another wise 
precaution in building, and it is one that 
carries with it a lesson for the government 
under whose sovereignty he lives.—W. 
Nephew King in Century. 


Speckled Roses. 

The art of floriculture has never yet 
solved the problem of how nature can be 
made to produce roses having spots and 
speckles. But. having done her work in 
the ordinary way, science may step in and 
effect by chemical means what she dis- 
dains. Procure a flower nearly blown and 
of arich red color. Touch its petals re- 
peatedly with a glass stirrer that has been 
dipped in an ethereal solution of ammonia. 
Wherever the stirrer deposits a spot of am- 
monia the petal will change to a bright 
blue. Ifa solution in water of sulphurous 
acid be employed, white spots be ob- 
tained. Should the entire flower be im- 
mersed in the ammoniacal solution, the 
phenomenon of a blue rose results, while 
if plunged into the sulphurous acid a 
waxy white flower is obtained. Having 
produced as many speckles on the rose as 
desired, it is well to wash carefully the 
flower in pure water in order to remove 
the superfluous chemical. If this precau- 
tion be taken, it will not fade more rapid- 
ly than under ordinary circumstances. It 
is, of course, possible to conduct the exper- 
iment while - the rose is still on the parent 
tree, Brooklyn Citizen.

IN HUB MARKETS. 
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No Material Change Noted In 
Butter. 


Demand For Cheese Shows No Impreve- 
meut—Eggs Very Quiet— Potatoes Pien- 
tiful at Low Prices. 


Boston, Aug. 5.—The butter market 
has not changed much from a week ago. 
Receipts have gradually fallen off, and 
the proportion of strictly fine creamery 
is growing less, still there has been 
enough so far to meet the demand and 
Prevent any material advance in prices. 
All grades under finest continue in 
abundant supply. ac 

Some people are of the opinion that 
the large stock in cold storage will tend 
to keep prices low all the year, while 
others think that there will be foreign 
demand enough to take off a great part 
of the surplus and stiffen prices. Time 
will tell which are right. A home con- 
sumption of 19,000 or 20,000 tubs can be 
counted on. The future of prices de- 
pends a great deal on the make of butter 
during the next four months. 

The demand for home consumption is 
light, but it is as good as usual in mid- 
summer, if not better, and dealers are 
not looking for much improvement in 
this respect until the vacation people 
begin to return home. Buyers continue 
very critical in regard to quality, and 
all lots showing defects from heat have 
to be graded second class. 

The hopes of holders are buoyed up 
bv the expectation of an export demand 
somewhat similar to last year, but the 
market advices at hand are not very 
encouraging. A dry spell is reported in 
England and on the continent, but how 
much it will affect the make cannot yet 
be ascertained. It is said there are 
symptoms of another shortage in the 
Australian make, and it is upon this that 
exporters base their hopes of a spurt in 
the market. 

The leading receivers of western 
creamery reported sales of extras at 
15 to 15% cents, including ash tubs ar 
assorted size spruce tubs, but at least 
half of these receipts were more or les3 
affected by the hot weather and could 
not be sold for over 13 o0rl4cents:. A few 
fancy brands of western, which grade 
as high as the best northern, sell for 16 
to 16% cents, but these are exceptions. 

Exporters are still picking up small 
Icts, but they do not show much cour- 
age, becaus® their advices are favor- 
able at present. The rate is from 12 to 
15 cents, but they want a very nice 
article for the outside price. One thing 
is certain, exporters can get all the 
butter they want in this market or in 
New York at low prices, and no neces- 
sity for going out west for any. 

Jobbers make no change in their 
prices this week. They feel a little 
stronger on fancy, fresh made stock, be- 
cause they find it difficult to get, but 
their trade is not brisk enough to war- 
rant any advance. The range is from 
17 to 19 cents, with most sales of fine at 
18 to 19 cents. A few talk of getting 20 
cents, but that is an exception for a 
package or two. 

The demand for cheese in this market 
shows no improvement. The range of 
sales is from 6% to 7% cents, but several 
consignments have been received this 
week, which cost about 7 cents in the 
country, and they cannot be offered here 
under 7% cents. This makes the market 
here unsatisfactory. 

The Montreal market is quiet at 6% 
to 7 cents, with an unsatisfactory tone, 
because the prices paid in the country 
cannot be realized, ranging from 6 5-16 
to 7% cents. Exporters cannot afford to 
pay over 7 cents. The exports from 
Montreal last week were £1,647 boxes, 
and the shipments for the season are 
20,000 boxes less than last year. 

The egg market is very quiet, and 13 
cents is an outside price for best marks 
of western. Other grades sell at 12 to 
2% cents. Fancy fresh eastern command 
16 to 17 cents. Receipts are running 
light. Stock in cold storage was reduced 
about 1000 cases, and stands at 74,232 
cases, against 86,891 cases same time last 
year. 

The bean trade continues light, and 
it is hard to make sales of marrow pea 
at $1 per bushel. Choice medium quiet 
at $1 to $1.05. Yellow eyes slow at $1.20 
to $1.25 per bushel. 

Potatoes continue in large receipt and 
prices rule low. 


LIVE STOCK MARKETS. 

Northern and eastern beef cattle—The 
supply was heavier this week than for 
some time past. The demand was a 
shade more active, and no change was 
noted in prices from a week ago. 

Milch cows and springers—The supply 
was light, the demand moved slow. 

Veal calves—The supply was light and 
the demand active. If there is a change 
in values it is in favor of the buying 
interests, quality considered. 

Sheep and lambs—The quality of the 
offerings was poor, and values showed 
no change from the quotations of a week 
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ago. 

Swine—The quotations run from 4%@ 
4%4c per Ib, dressed weight, and $3.40 per 
ewt, live weight. Light hogs bring %c 
per Ib more than heavy ones. 

Western beef cattle—All were con- 
signed to home slaughterers and there 
were no sales.

for the purpose of operating its railway 
with electricity.

The hearing was opened at 3 o’clock 
after an hour’s wait for Ballardvale citi- 
zens who wished to attend, with Chair- 
man Bliss presiding and the other mem- 
bers of the board present. Col. Wood- 
werd opened for the petitioners and 
stated that locations had already been 
granted in Reading and North Reading, 
and if granted in Andover, it would open 
up connecting lines with Lynn, Wake- 
field, Woburn, Lowell and other smaller 
towns. Mr. Carpenter of North Reading, 
and Mr. of Reading spoke 
of the attitude of their town toward the 
movement, and remonstrants were ther 
given an opportunity. 

Citizens of Ballardvale had prepared a 
petition which was then presented ask- 
ing that no more street railway fran 
chises be granted unless the roads agree 
to run to Ballardvale. M. E. Clemons in 
speaking for the petitioners said that the 
Ballardvale people believed that a road 
could be built from a point in Wilming- 
ton, on the present Reading road to 
Lowell, run through Ballardvale and 
come into Andover on the Cemetery 
road. Col. Woodward showed how such 
an arrangement could not be considered 
under the petition they were discussing 
and it was thought by Mr. Clemons if 
stch was the case, Ballardvale would 
not press for her petition. Others who 
spoke on the subject were C. F. Billing- 
ton, of Ballardvale, J. H. Soehrens and 
J; N. Cole of Andover. There was but 
little real opposition to the request, and it 
is yery probable that the location will be 
granted under proper restrictions.

At 
the corner of the new road and Mineral 
Street the concrete used in the construc- 
tion of sidewalks is made and two of the 
empty tar barrels had been carried far- 
ther up the road and then set on fire. 
Who did it is not known, but if they are 
found out they will undoubtedly pay for 


their trouble.

Poisonous Roots. 


The recent death of five school boys at 
Tarrytowr, N. Y., from eating a root 
which they supposed to be sweet-flag, 
calls attention in a very tragic and pain- 
ful way to the presence of poisonous 
plants in our woods and fields. Just 
what the root really was I have not 
definitely learned. A medical journal 
commenting on the case supposes that 
it was the very common plant krown 
as poison ivy or poison-oak (Rhus toxi- 
codendron.) My uwn opinion would be 
that it was more probably either the 
water hemlock (Cicuta maculata) or the 
American hellebore (Veratrum viride,) 
both of which are poisonous plants that 
grow like. the harmless sweet-flag in 
moist localities. But perhaps it is not 
so important to learn what plant killed 
the unfortunate lads as to remember 
that the fatal root was so palatable that 
the boys ate it eagerly. That a root or 
other vegetable product may, be pleasant 
to the taste and contain a deadly poison 
is‘a very important thing to know. 

Fortunately not many of our native 
plants possess this very dangerous com- 
bination of qualities. Of those that do, 
perhaps the most dangerous is the water 
hemlock, already mentioned. This is a 
rank weed, growing commonly in moist 
localities. Its fleshy roots have a pleas- 
ant aromatic taste, but are virulently 
poisonous. To add to the danger there is 
a closely related plant called sweet cicely, 
that grows in similar localities, and 
much resembles the water hemlock but 
which has a root that is both palatable 
and wholesome, Many peisons have lost 
their lives through mistaking one of 
these plants for the other. Another re- 
lated plant that now grows commonly 
here, having been introduced from Eu- 
rope, is the poison hemlock (Conium 
maculata), the plant that. furnished the 
poison with ‘which the ancient Greeks 
killed their capital criminals, and some 
times, as in the case of Socrates and 
Phocino,their__philosophers. These 
hemlocks belong to the same family with 
the parsnip, carrot and celery, all three 
of which vegetables are poisonous in the!r 
native state, and have only become wholc- 
some through cultivation. Even now 
the parsnip sometimes developes poison 
ous principles if allowed ts become too 
old before being pulled. 

‘The hellebore is alsoa common plant, 
growing in bog places. It 1s a lily 
(though no one but a botanist would 
suspect the relationship), with broad 
plaited leaves that clasp the stem ai 
their base. The poisonous properties 
of this plant were well known to the 
Indians, who are said to have sometimes 
used it in selecting their chiefs — the 
man who could take most of the poison 
with impunity being regarded as strong- 
est and best qualified to lead. On ac- 
count of this tradition the hellebore is 
often called ‘‘ Indian poke.” It is also 
sometimes called ‘‘ crow plant,’’ because 
the early settlers scattered or steped in 
a decoction of hellebore over their fields 
to poison crows. 

We are also indebted to Europe for 
several other common plants that are 
very poisonous; in particular the fox- 
glove (Digitalis purpurea), the deadly 
nightshade (Atropa belladonna), the hen- 
bane (Hyoscyamus niger), and the Stra- 
monium (Datura stramonium). The last 
named is a very common road-side weed, 
having @ large tubular white flower... It 
is commonly called Jamestown weed, 
often corrupted to “‘jimsen weed,” this 
name having its origin in an in¢ident of 
the early history of Virginia. Some sol- 
diers who had been sent to Jamestown to 
quell the rebellion of Bacon, were pois- 
oned by eating a salad made of young 
shoots of the: stramonium. The deadly 


nightshade must not. be confounded with 


our charming lilies called drooping night 
shades (Trilliums), which are plants of 
far better repute. 

Ihave mentioned only the commoner 
plants whose poisons are most virulent. 
A long list might be added of plants in 
some degree poisonous, but the effects of 
which are seldom fatal. Perhaps tlie 
most common of all, and-certainly the 
most generally known, is the poison ivy, 
already referred to, which really is not 
an ivy at all, but a climbing sumac (Rhus). 
This plant has the unenviable distinction 
of being poisonous to the touch, -Fortu- 
nately it does not affect all.persons how- 
ever, some being able to handle it with 
impunity.—Harper’s Young People.

SWEENEY NAMES THE MAN, 


John Davey Appointed Postmaster at 
Ballardvale, 


What has been one of the hardest con- 
tests, although nct a noisy one, that has 
been wazed in these parts for a gov- 
ernment office, was decided yesterday in 
the appointment of John Davey to be 
postmaster at Ballard Vale. 

The history of this contest is an: in. 
teresting one and is as follows: Two 
years ago while Mr. Stevens was the M, 
C, from this district, the friends of P, J. 
Scott and Mr. Davey began to bestir 
themselves for the appointment of a dem- 
ocrat to replace the republican post- 
master at Ballard Vale. Mr, Marland 
had been there long enough they thought 
and it was a democrat’s turn. Mr. Ste 
vens, however, is understood to have 
thought otherwise and no change was 
made. Since then, although not saying 
much, not only the candidates mentioned 
above but Mr. Marland himself has been 
working to obtain the position, and peti- 
tions for Mr. Marland (signed by repub- 
licans and democrats alike) and at least 
one other of the candidates have been for- 
warded to Washington. 

But Chairman Sweeney of the demo- 
cratic town Committee, who was rather 
“thrown down” for the Andover post- 
office was evidently to be the factor in 
this appointment unknown to some of 
the contestants. He early advised Mr. 
Davey not to be anxious over the office, 
and that his assurance was not without 
foundation, was proven July ist, when 
Mr. Sweeney was asked by Judge 
Corcoran, chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, to name a man for - postmaster at 
Ballardvale who would be acceptable to 
the party there. The name of Mr. Davey 
was at once forwarded, and the appoint- 
ment has not mis-carried. From every 
indication the appointment is one 
which will give a great deal of satisfac- 
tion to the democrats of the district. 

Mr. Davey is an old citizen of the Vale 
and is highly spoken of by those who are 
acquainted with him. The appointment 
is a marked compliment to him, and the 
victory one that gives Chairman Sweeney 
a good deal of pleasure. The office is a 
fourth class one and the salary is $824 per 
annum.

In Hyde Park, July 25, of heart failure, Wil- 
liam Rich Carter, A widow, one daughter and 
a eister survive him. 

William Carter was born in Andover, 
July 15, 1836, where he passed his boy- 
hood and youth. In early manhood he 
went to Rhodé Island, where he married 
and became a loyal citizen of his adopted 
state, which honored him in the seventies 
by sending him as its representative to 
the legislature.

His home for the last eight years has 
been in Hyde Park, Mass., where the

ployees of the road. The services were 
conducted by Rev. Samuel G. Babcock of 
Christ Church and included the singing 
of the hymns “Only Waiting” and “In 
the Morning.” The many beautiful and 
appropriate floral offerings testified to 
the high esteem in which he was held. 
The interment was in Washington, R. I., 
where masonic services were conducted 
by the. officers and members of [onic 
Lodge.

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LIFE LINES ON THE FOOT.” ~ | 


Geerets They Eeveal to the Student of 
Character. 

There is a man in Philadelphia who 
claims that it is much easier to read 
one’s character and past and. future 
from the maps on the soles of one’s feet 
than it is from the palms of the hands. 
He calls it ‘‘pedalogy.’’ 

The pedalogist, while refusing to tell 
the names of the owners of the feet in 
most cases, showed a number of dia- 
grams the other day and explained to a 
reporter how he read the fortunes of 
the soles. 

. **Maxine Elliott,’’ he said, ‘‘is a pub- 
lic character, and I do not mind men- 
tioning her name. Here is hex story. 
Look at it. It’s worth studying, for she 
is not only one of the most beautiful 
women on the American stage, but it is 
remarkable in other ways. Her foot is 
80 beautifully arched that little of her 
sole touched the paper when she placed 
her foot upon it. The intellectual and 
artistic lines are very clearly defined on 
her foot, and one need but see and hear 
Miss Elliott speak for a few moments 
to realize that her artistic and mental 
capabilities are of a high order. The 
lines of intuition and imagination are 
both remarkably long. The cross be- 
tween the line of love and the head line 
indicates that in a love affair Miss Elli- 
ott would be governed largely by rea- 
son, She has strong affections, accord- 
ing to the long heart line.’’ 

A contrast to Miss Elliott’s foot was 
that of a factory girl from Kensington. 
This was a foot common to people of 
little education. There was scarcely any 
instep to the foot. The lines of imagi- 
nation, mental capacities and intuition 
were very short, and the artistic tine 
was entirely lacking. The heart and 
love lines were well defined and long. 
The lines also indicated firmness and 
great ambition, with a decided fondness 
for pleasure, so the pedalogist explained. 

Still another foot was that of a socie- 
ty girl. Here again was the high arch. 
It showed, among other things, that she 
did not have to stand on her feet, as did 
the poor factory girl. The lines told of 
her having less heart and less ambition 
than the factory girl too. There were 
selfishness and vanity in the impression. 
It-seemed well that silk stockings and 
dainty shoes usually kept it from the 
sight of those who would read its own- 
er’s character in the soles of that foot. 

There was the foot of the preacher 
and the policeman and the lawyer, and 
each seemed to tell a story in keeping 
with its owner’s vocation and habits. 
Last of all came the print of the man 
about town. There was no arch there. 
It had come down ‘‘flat footed.’’ It 
looked as if it was used mostly in walk- 
ing up and down a fashionable street 
and standing about the club.

The odd thing is that, though 
the whole affair was exposed at the 
time, it does not seem to have dono 
Pope any harm. Dr. Johnson, indeed, 
says that it did him good, and that the 
nation was full of praise for the admira- 
ble qualities of candor, benevolence and 
fidelity which the letters revealed. Here 
is some comfort for any living literary 
genius who has not yet published his 
private correspondence. — Longman’s 
Magazine.

There are 1,769,784 spindles 
and 41,122 looms idle. Besides those in 
the Stevens mill, there are 17,114 opera- 
tives idle in all. 


Stole $2000, 

Boston, Aug. 6.—James B. Walker, a 
young man who for years has been as- 
sistant cashier for Weeks & Potter, 
wholesale druggists, is a self-confessed 
embezzler to the amount of $2000. 
Walker was arrested yesterday, and ad- 
initted that for the past two years, ho 
had taken small sums, and while living 
expensively. has nevertheless laid 
away $1000 of his peculations in the 
savings bank. His regular salary was 
$13 per week, but his extravagant tastes 
led him to augment this sum. 


Wanted to Kill Police Chief.

Death List of Forty-Four.

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OILING THE SEA. 


The Wonderful Effect on Enormous Waves. 
A Curious Sight, 

One of the most curious sights at sea 
is that of an oil bound ship. 

Every up to date ship carries oil 
tanks, the quantity varying with the 
size of the vessel. For instance, a 
steamer of 150 tons burden carries on 
an average 60 gallons of oil. This oil is 
the refuse discarded by the oil refining 
factories and often consists of a mixture 
of whale oil, petroleum and vegetable 
oil. It costs about twopence 2 gallon, 
snd a large sized vessel can be well sup- 
plied for 20 shillings. 

The oil is stowed in spacious zinc 
tanks, arranged in the hold of the ship 
to act as ballast. Each tank contains 50 
gallons of oil, and an ingenious mechan- 
ical tap arrangement connects the tank 
with the outside ofthe vessel. 

If a dangerous! gale arises and the 
ship becomes unmanageable and likely 
to founder, the sluices are opened, and 
20 gallons or more of the oil is allowed 
to escape into the sea. 

The effect is instantaneous. However 
stormy the sea may be, the vessel lies 
in a gently heaving millpond. There is 
no further danger of foundering, and 
the oil moves along with the vessel for 
some time,often half an hour, after 
which it breaks up and disperses. The 
ship must slacken speed a little, and 
more oil is let out from the tanks. 
Enormous waves may bear down on the 
ship, but on approaching the .magic 
oiled circle they seem to melt away and 
pass harmlessly beneath the vessel. 

Sailing vessels are not so often fur- 
nished with oj] tanks ay steamers. It is 
estimated, however, that over 200 ves- 
sels have been saved from shipwreek by 
means of the oil tanks since they were 
introduced a few years ago. It is only 
in cases of absolute peril that the tanks 
are resorted to.—London Answers, 


A CITY PASTEL. 


Pictured In the Dens Where Editors and 
Wealthy Proofreaders Toil. 

Once upon a time a wealthy proof- 
reader who possessed an entire box of 
matches was accosted by an indigent 
editor who wanted fire for his pipe and 
possessed nothing but a copy of the

importuned declared he could. give his 
comrade no assistance, as his matches 
were hard come by and he had nothing 
but a good, fat salary between himself 
and a heartless world. The editor de- 
clared he was in the same fix, and the 
proofreader relented and gave him one 
measly fugitive match with a head on 
it that was so small it was only a pim- 
ple.

For Black Eyes, 

It is often the case that people meet 
with accidents and bruises that cause 
disfiguring discolorations, from whick 
they suffer not a little embarrassment 
and annoyance. It is worth while to 
know that there is asimple remedy, and 
one quite-within the reach of every one, 
Immediately after the accident mix an 
equal quantity of capsicum annum with 
mucilage made of gum arabic. To this 
add a few drops of glycerin. The 
bruised surface should be carefully 
cleansed and dried, then painted al] 
over’ with the capsicum preparation. 
Use a camel’s hair brush and allow it 
to dry, then put on the second or third 
coat as soon as the first is entirely ab- 
sorbed. A medical journal is authority 
for the statement that if this course ig 
pursued immediately after the injury 
discoloration of the bruised tissue will 
be wholly prevented. It is also said that 
this remedy is unequaled asa cure for 
rheumatism or stiffness of the neck.—

LIKELY TO SPREAD.? 


Strike at Plant's Factory As- 


suming More Serious Phase. 


Bicycles Used to Follow Up Non-Union 


Men—Plant Company said to Have 
Made Slight Gains In the Fight. 


Lynn, Mass., Aug. 6.—The strike of the 
lasters seems to be getting more seri- 


ous. It has now been decided that the 
operatives in the T. G. Plant company’s 
factory at Ipswich shall be ordered out. 
This action was decided on at a meeting 
of the advisory board, and no doubt is 
entertained that operatives will obey the 
command immediately . 


Two assaults were reported yesterday 


in connection with the strike. One of 


the non-union men, Chars Johnson, an 


Armenian, while on his way to the fac- 


tory, was assaulted on Broad street by 
two men, who punched and kicked him 


about the head and body. Johnson was 
assisted to the factory, and lacer taken 


to the hospital. His injuries are not 
serious, 

8. Passlacgua, an Armenian, and one 
of the union pickets at the Plant fac- 


tory, complains that a fellow country- 


man pulled a big knife and threatened 
to slay him. 

There was another large gathering of 
people at the factory of the Plant com- 
pany last evening, but a large force of 
police prevented violence toward the 
non-union employes when they left the 
factory. The locked-out workmen had 
a large force of wheelmen on hand to 
give chase to the non-unionists, and at 
6:55, when the barge “Mayflower” drove 
up to the rear entrance of the factory, 
the police had all they could do to keep 
back the crowd. 

Nine of the non-union men, mostly 

Armenians, were taken into the barge, 
and police officers went on with them, 
‘When the barge started about 20 wheel- 
men followed it, in order to find out where 
the non-union men had their lodgings. 
The police made a rush for the cy‘ 
and succeeded in keeping many of them 
from joining in the chase. Some of the 
wheelmen kept the barge in sight until 
all the men were disposed of, when the 
chase was given up. 
. The Plant company is making slight 
gains in the fight this week, and now has 
about 30 non-union men at work to 
take the places of its 92 discharged men. 
The report is current that a Boston last- 
ing machine company is helping Mr. 
Plant in his struggle with the labor 
unions, and that the Boston company 
will furnish all the men Mr. Plant may 
need. Already some men in other shops 
in Lynn have been transferred to the 
Plant factory. 

A meeting of the discharged lastéers 
was held yesterday afternoon, when it 
was found that 25 of the 92 men had se- 
cured places elsewhere. The others 
were paid their weekly stipend from the 
treasury of the union, In regard to the 
trouble, it can only be said that the 
fight wages hotter and hotter, and that 
it may possi ly be prolonged for months 
to come. There was a report that the 
entire force of employes in the Plant 
factory would be called out on strike, 
but Agent Carter states that he knows 
nothing about it. 

There was a meeting of the advisory 
board of the Lasters’ union held last 
evening, but the proceedings were kept 
secret. It is said that a large number 
of the non-union men slept in the fac- 
tory last night. The Lasters’ union has 
a regular force of pickets on duty day 
and night. ;

For Week Ending Aug. 3. 

Boston, Aug. 4 — The following 
weather-crop bulletin is issued by the 
United States agricultural bureau, New 
England section, J. Warren Smith, di- 
rector: : 

The weather in New England for the 
week ending Aug. 3 has been very favor- 
able for all growing crops, except pos- 
sibly too moist for potatoes; the vines 
are blighting quite generally in the 
south. From one to 1% inches of rain 
fell throughout the district during the 
week. High temperatures prevailed till 
Friday, July 31, when it grew rapidly 
cooler, and a slight frost was ex; 
in northern New Hampshire and in 
Maine on the morning of Aug. 1, doing 
very little There was some 
damage done by hail and wind in a local 
storm in Vermont on the 28th, and the 
gale on the ist and 2d injured some 
corn, fruit, etc., in Massachusetts. The 
army worm is disappearing.

An Electric Ride. 


A correspondent of the Haverhill Bulle- 
tin describes an electric ride taken lately 
which might’ well be enjoyed by some of 
our réaders, It would necessitate.a car- 
riage ride to Georgetown and a long day's 
ride but a very enjoyable one. } 

Leave Géorgetown on the: 7:80 electric 
for Haverhill, via South Groveland ‘and 
Bradford, thence on the Haverhill, ‘Mer- 
rimac and Amesbury electric, leasing 
Washington Square at 8.04, ride to Mgrri- 
mac, thence to Amesbury. At’ Liberty 
market change cars for Newburyport; via 
Ferry market, Salisbury Point, Chain 
Bridge and Water Street. Arrive at New- 
buryport market at 9.57. Walk up State 
Street to corner of Pleasant and leave 
there for Parker River at 10.10. Asun 
of twenty minutes and you find yourself 
ready to embark on the fast sailing aud 
cosy little steamer ‘*Carlotta.’’ I did not 
find out the captain’s name, but he is 
jolly, sociable and good-natured. 

From Parker River Bridge to Ipswich 
— about eighteen miles — the trip is sim- 
ply delightful. We stop to leave passen- 
gers at “Grape Island” and ‘The Bluff.” 
Then steam out into Ipswich Bay, across 
which we can see Cape Ann in the dis- 
tance, while farther to the north rolls the 
broad Atlantic. 

We arrived at Ipswich at 12.05 p.m 
Carriages are in waiting at the wharf but 
if you are wise you will go on foot. The 
distance is about half a mile to the elec- 
trics and the walk affords an excellent 
opportunity to view some of the curious 
corners of this ancient and historic:town. 

At 12.80 we leave Ipswich for Salem. 
By carriage rdad the distance is probably 
about ten miles, by electric perhaps twice 
as many.
